The administration. bill, drafted 
by Thomas W. Miller, Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, with the approval 
of President Harding, provides for 
the return of properties valued at 
less ‘than $10,000 and for the re- 
turn of not than $10,000 
worth of larger trusts. It is pro- 
vided that none of the patents, 
such as the dye and chemical 
patents, shall be at this 
time.

Legislator Will Submit Bill 
Biennial Budge: to be Cut on 
Economy Pattern

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 14.— A 
bill designed to remove all secre- 
cy and mystery from the mem- 
bership and activities of the Ku 
Klux Klan in California will be 
submitted to the Assembly during 
the present session. The meas- 
ure is being prepared by a South- 
ern California legislator. . 

Legisiation or proposed legiala- 
tion in other States relating to 
Klan activities is being sought. 

“I nether support or oppose the 
legitimate activity of any organi- 
zation whose membership is limited 
either by religion or by race,” said 
the legislator today, “but if it is 
possible to do so I want to have 
the Legislature of California’ take 
steps to prevent in this State any 
such outrage as has occurred in 
Louisiana.” 

The California anti-Kldn legis- 
lation will no* seek to disband the 
organization, but proposes to place 
a statute in the politica] code that 
will carry a heavy penalty for 
wearing masks or hoods to hid 
identity under certain conditions. 

COMPLETE LIST REQUIRED

The maximum amount of inter- 

est on Liberty and Victory bonds 
exempt from taxation has béen 
consolidated under section 1328 
of the new Revenue Act. The con- 
solidation of the exemption makes 
it more gimple for the tax payer to 
ascertain if his interest from Lib- 
22 holdings is subject to 


EXEMPT FROM TAX 

Certain exemptions are provided 
in the respective bond acts and 
other exemptions are provided in 
the Revenue Act. The exemptions 
are: 

The interest 81-2 per cent 
Liberty bonds wHich have not been 
converted is totally exempt or free 
from the normal tax, surtax and 
excess profits tax. The same ap- 
lies to the Victory 3 3-4 per cent 

nds. Do not confuse the 8 3-4- 
per cent Victory bonds with the 
43-4 per cent Victory bonds. 

Interest on all other issues of 
Liberty ‘bonds and Victory bonds 
jis exempt from the nermal income 
tax. The interest above the exempt 
amounts, however, is subject to the 
surtax and excess profits tax, pro- 
vided your income is sufficient to 
put you in those brackets, In the 
case of an individual the surtax is 
not applied till the net income (be- 
fore the personal exemption is de- 
ducted) exceeds $6000. J
